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Installing multilingual workstation 
resources on the server Macintosh 


If you want to use the server Macintosh as a workstation and your server is 
running a non-English version of System 7, you must use the AppleShare 
Workstation disk (multilingual version) to install the correct version of 
AppleShare workstation resources. 

If you use the Easy Install option on the AppleShare File Server disk, the 
English-language version of the Workstation software is installed on your 
computer; however, this version will be inconsistent with your particular 
version of system software. You must therefore take additional steps to install 
the appropriate version of Workstation software. 


A Important If you are using a Swiss-German or a Swiss-French version of 
system software, skip to the next section, “Installing Swiss-German or Swiss- 
French AppleShare Workstation Software.” A 


To install the appropriate version of the AppleShare Workstation software on the 
server Macintosh, follow these instructions: 

1 Use the Easy Install option on the AppleShare File Server disk to install 
AppleShare File Server, Print Server, and Workstation software. Or, use 
the Customize option and install AppleShare File Server and Print 
Server software only. 

For complete installation procedures for AppleShare Server 3.0, follow the 
instructions in Chapter 2 of the AppleShare Server 3.0 Administrator’s Guide or 
in the section “Installing the AppleShare Server 3.0 Software” of the AppleShare 
Server 3-0 Administrator’s QuickStart. 

Make sure you’ve restarted your Macintosh and ejected the AppleShare File 
Sewer disk before proceeding to step 2.

2 Insert the AppleShare Workstation disk (multilingual version) into the 
floppy disk drive of the server Macintosh and double-click the disk icon 
to open it. 

3 Open the Installer. 

Double-click the Installer icon. The Easy Install screen appears. 

4 Click Install. 

When the installation is complete, you’ll see a message that installation was 
successful. 

3 Click Restart. 

You can now use the server Macintosh as a workstation. 

Installing Swiss-German or Swiss- 
French AppleShare Workstation 
software 

Network users running Swiss-German or Swiss-French versions of system 
software must install AppleShare Workstation software according to the 
instructions provided in this section. All other users can follow the instructions 
provided in the AppleShare 3-0 User’s Guide; or, if you are installing any other 
non-English version of the Workstation software on the server Macintosh, follow 
the instructions in the previous section, “Installing Multilingual Workstation 
Resources on the Server Macintosh.” 

You may want to photocopy the instructions provided here and distribute 
them to all Swiss-German or Swiss-French system software users on your 
network. 
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Installing Swiss-German AppleShare 
Workstation software 

Follow these instructions to install AppleShare Workstation software on a 
Macintosh computer running Swiss-German system software. 

1 Make sure your Macintosh computer is turned on. 

If you haven’t done so already, start up your computer. 

2 Insert the AppleShare Workstation disk (multilingual version) into yout 
floppy disk drive and double-click the icon to open it. 

3 Open the International Folder, then open the German folder. 

4 Drag the AppleShare file and the Netzwerkerweiterung file to your 
Systemerweiterungen folder (inside Systemordner).

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Installing Swiss-French AppleShare Workstation 
software 

Follow these instructions to install AppleShare Workstation software on a 
Macintosh computer running Swiss-French system software. 

1 Make sure your Macintosh computer is turned on. 

If you haven’t done so already, start up your computer. 

2 Insert the AppleShare Workstation disk (multilingual version) into your 
floppy disk drive and double-click the icon to open it. 

3 Open the International folder, then open the French folder. 

4 Drag the AppleShare file to the Extensions folder (inside Dossier 
Systeme).
